; ADVANTAGES OF FLYING 
BOATS FOR HONGKONG. 


CREATION OF INTEREST 


The development of aviation in 
Hongkong by the use of tying

The advantages of Mydngg boats 
over Inndplanes are that whenever 
nea crossings are to be made they 
obviously are safer than aeroplanes 
and it is probable that they can and 
will be made much bigger than 
aeroplanes, as the space available 
on water is unlimited, and a long 
take of ig not such a disadvantage, 
as with an aeroplane where aero- 
dromes must of necessity be limited 
as to size.

NOVEL RESEARCH 
AEROPLANES. 


DETERMING PRESSURE 
ON THE WINGS. 


‘Two monoplanes designed and 
wonstrdcted in sueh a way that 
the avro-dynamical forces operat- 
ing on the wings can be measured 
in flight now form part of — the 
oqufpment of the Directorate of 
Sclantifie Research of the Air 
Ministry, 

These machines, the first of 
their kind, were designed and 
built: to Air Ministry specification 
by Messrs. George Parnalt and 
Co. at thelr aircraft factory at 
Yate, near Bristol. 

, The central feature of the de- 
sign ia that the «wing bracing 
struta, certain wing members, and 
u main fuselage member consti- 
tute between them a parallelogram 
whieh may be considered as a 
kind of swinging cradle, allowing 
relative movement between. the 
wings and the fuselage under the 
influence of the air forces on the 
wings, 

. Thig relative ‘movement, how- 
ever, is prevented’ by 2 member 
connecting the rear spars of the 
wings with the lever of a dyna- 
mometer situated centrally in the 
fuselage and slightly forward of 
the leading edge of the wings. 

Tho lond thus communicated to 
the dynamometer is duc partly to 
the dift and partly to the drag of 
the wings. The load is indicated 
directly on the. recording din) of 
the dynamometer, Two readings 
are needed to obtain the figures 
necessary. —  * 

Another unusual feature -of 
the afreraft is a hydraulic brake 
on, the airscrew actuated by a 
lever in the pflot’s cockpit.

GIFT TO THE VATICAN. 


THE SCORCHED MANUSCRIPTS 
OF CLEMENT UX, 


The archives of Pope: Clement 
IX, have returned te the Vatican 
Library after a lapse of more than 
two and a baltcenturies, Though 
he reigned only from 1667 till 
1660, he lett a valuable collection 
of documents dating from the 
time when be ow Secretary of 
Sthte fo Alexander VEL, whom he 
succeeded. After his death they 
passed into the hands of the Rospi- 

josi family, and were stored in 
their Roman t A few years 
ago they’ on escaped de- 
struction ina fire which broke ovt 
there. Fortunately the robust 
vellum binding saved them until 
the household rescued them; but 
the scorched edges of the manns- 
cripts bear witness to the danger 
they had been in, : 

M Luis Mendelssohn, an 
American citizen, recently aequir- 
ed the collection and presented it 
to Pope Pius XI. He also receiv- 
eda portion of one of the Colonna 
libraries, five red berets worn by 
@lement IX. and some ancient 
globes, 

The epllection of “ineunabile™ 
in thes Vatican library is said to 
be unique, But its real glory is 
its treasure of manuscripts, sald 
to inchide’ 50,000 items. The vast 
task of drawing up a general 
catalogue has now been under- 
taken, but the present sceneration 
of students will probably not see 
its completion, 


A FRIVOLOUS DOLL. 


JUDGE ON SANCTITY OF 
WEDDING VOWS. 


A judge at the Old Bailey ex- 
pressed ugreement with a prisoner's 
view of the sanctity of marriage. 

Piero Martinucc!, an Italian, had 
been charged with murdering his 
wife, whom ne killed after she had 
made a confession. He was found 
guilty of manslaughter and was 
sentenced to seven years’ penal ser- 
vitude. 

Mr. Justice Humphreys told the 
jury: - 

“This prisoner has: rather a 
beautiful nature in some ways, be- 
cause ‘eo takes a very high view of 
the ss tity of the marriage oath. 
He suid he thought © married wo- 
man was false to her marriage vow 
if she did no more than kiss an- 
other man, because, he said, the 
mind had. committed, misconduct. 
She was,no longer his if her heart 
was elsewhere, | . 

“That is not a view of the mar- 
riage vow which I should be dis- 
posed to criticize,” commented the 
judge.. : 

The Judge read a passage from 
Martinucef‘a letter which stated, “I 
killed a frivolous little doll, pretty 
and powdered like a butterfly.” 

In passing sontence, the judge 
said the jury had taken a morciful 
view, but he thought they had taken 
the right’ one. 7

any sort. This should be dis- 
couraged in order to encourage nir- 
mindedness. I say this because | 
think that aviation, as a form of 
transport, must not be a stunt, It 
must be normal. Whenever you 
have sen-crossings of any grent 
length, an acroplane will sink but 
a flying boat will not. 

So much for flying boata. 1 
would like to deal with another form 
of flying, which I have often been 
naked about, namely, landing on 
the deck of an aeropline carrier, 
Some people cannot understand how 
an aeroplane enn tind on such a 
amall space_as the deck of H.MLS. 
Hermes. ‘The answer ds thia. The 


ship steams direct Into the wind, |. 


creating a relative wind over the 
deck, that Ix to say on a atill day, 


if the ship fa steaming at 20 knots, | 


you have a wind of twenty knots 
over the deck. The aircraft then 
approaches from the stern and lands 
on the middle of the deck, and. the 
relative wind created by the dip’s 
movements will pull the neroplane 
up. 

Loenl Almospheric Conditions, 

Sir Willinm Hornell — asked 
whether there were any particular 
atmospheric conditions to be con- 
sidered in connexion with flying in 
or near Hongkong. Squadron 
lander Wood replied that during 
the last three months there had 
been a great deal, of fog, but he 
underatood it was exceptionally 
bad. On many days they had not 
been able to Hy because of the fox 
coming down to the tops of the 
hills, but one could still fly through 
Lyemun pass, ff a flying boat 
were used, it could My with absolute 
security at an altitude between 20 
and 30 feet, and could, therefore, 
fly safely under such conditions. It 
Was necessary for an avroplane to 
keep higher in order to fly with se- 
curity, Ef. flying close to the water, 
the engine failed. oan aeroplane 
would have to drop inte the water 
and could not float. [t was, however, 
perfectly secure with a fying bout, 
aa that could make a proper land- 
ing and float, 

Use of Wireless, 

The Rev, E.G. Pawell asked as 
to the yuidance of aircraft in bad 
weather by wireless. and the speaker 
replied that directional wireless Was 
used at home. but, unfortunately, 
not in Hongkong at the moment, 
It had worked with great success 
and, Uinperial Airways, at Croydon, 
frequently brought in their air. 
liners to a kafe landing through fox 
by its use,
